Constitution’s Fditorial Re- 
ceives Hearty Indorsement 


From Prominent Represen-| 


tatives and Wright. 


With the president of the state sen- 
ate and the speaker of the house both 
Calling attention the urgency of 
tax revision legislation at this session 
of the genera] assembly, and with a 
large number of senators and repre- 
sentatives who have been interviewed 
on the subject declaring it to be the 
really vital issue to be considered this 
year, the prospect for the enactment 
of a good remedial measure at an 
early date seems most encouraging. 

It is hot customary for the presid- 
ing officers of the two branches of 
the legislature to declare an interest 
in matters of legislation, as their 
duty requires them to hold an im- 
partial balance in all matters of de- 
bate, but so urgent does the question 
of tax revision, Including as it does 
the prompt payment of teachers and 
of all other obligations of the state, 
appear to them, that they felt called 
upon to give attention to it in their 
opening speeches. On this’ subject 
Speaker Burwell said: 

System Antiquated and Unjust. 

“We will be called upon to 
the present evils in our taxing sys- 
tem, a system which is now so anti- 
quated—in many instances so inade- 
quate and so unjust-—and to correct 
these evils in such manner as will 


to 


equalize the burdens of taxation anal 


the present iniquities and in- 
equalities of our law, offers to us the 
highest opportunity for the exercise 
of wise statesmanship and real serv- 
ice to the state.” 

President Anderson declared that 
the real trouble with our state was 
not extravagance in appropriations, 
because the appropriations that had 
been made were necessary in order 
that the state’s institutions should not 
starve to death. 

Anderson for Greater Revenue. 

What was needed was that the 
state's revenue be increased and ade- 
quate provision made in order that its 
institutions should not go begging 
and that its public school teachers 
should receive prompt payment of 
their salaries.. To compass this it 
Was necessary that the state’s anti- 
quated and outworn system of revenue 
raisine be put on a different basis, 
and that at once. 

As an index of the interest that is 
being manifested in this great re- 
form it is noteworthy that two meas- 
Wres looking to revision were intro- 
@uced in the house on the first day of 
the session. 

One was the bill of Representative 
Lipscomb, of Clarke, to create state 
and county boards of tax equalizers, a 
complete copy of which printed on 
another page of this issue. 

The other was a resolution of Mr. 
Gower, of Crisp, providing for a joint 
committee to go into the subject of 
tax revision and make a report next 
year. 

While it is too early as yet to make 
an adequate forecast of the situation, 
there are those who say that the line- 
up of the rea] friends and the 
enemies of tax revision will be 
the two courses suggested by 
measures outlined above.

NO FREAK MEASURES 
OFFERED IN HOUSE 


William H. Burwell Has No 
Opposition for Speaker and 
Mr. McMichael Is Named 
Speaker Pro Tem.

Judging from the straight-from-the- 
shoulder manner in which the Georgia 
legislature, which met for its fifty- 
day session Wednesday morning at 
10 o'clock, got down to business, this 
promises to be one of the busiest ses- 
sions in the history of the lower house 
of this state. 

Electing William H. Burwell, of 
Hancock county, as speaker, and re- 
electing John T. Boifeuillet as clerk, 
without disorder or confusion of any 
sort, the house immediately declared 
itself organized and ready for busi- 
ness and proceeded forthwith to do 
business. 

No Early Adjournment. 

By unanimous consent, at 
quest of Representative Blackburn, 
Fulton county, the house early de- 
cided upon no adjournment until all 
of Wednesday’s business was disposed 
Whereupon, after the election of 
remaining officers, a number of 
bills were introduced tn the house on 
the op@hing day of its deliberations 
for the first time in a number of 
years. 

Although the house was not sched- 
uled to convene until 10 o'clock, Dy

9 o'clock the house chamber and lob- | 


bies were filled with gossipping, good- 
natured legislators, and spectators 
were pouring into the galleries. By 
the time the session was called to or- 
der standing room could hardly be 
found, 

Promptly on time the gavel of Clerk 
Boifeuillet came down upon the speak- 
er’s desk, launching the 1913 session 
of the legislature. Dr. John E. White, 
pastor of the Second Baptist church, 
of Atlanta, invoked divine blessing 
upon the deliberations of the body. 

Oath of Office Administered. 

At the calling of the roll each mem- 
ber walked to the clerk's desk, where 
Chief Justice W. H. Fish impressively 
administered the oath of office, pledg- 
ing each member to the support of 
the constitution and the use of his 
best ability in shaping the laws to 
the welfare of the state. 

Immediately upon the assumption of 
business, L. R. Akiff, of Glynn county, 
was upon his feet to place W. H. Bur- 
well, of Hancock county, in nomina- 
tion for speaker of the house. When 
Mr. AKin had concluded his brief 
speech commending Speaker Burwell, 
seconds popped up in all parts of the 
house with the alacrity of a string 
of fire-crackers on the glorious 
Fourth. Harris, of Washington; Slade, 
of Muscogee; Myrick, of Chatham, and 
Adams, of Hall, were among a score 
Or more who heartily seconded Mr. 
Burwell’s nomination, and exactly, ac- 
cording to prognostications, Mr. Bur- 
well was unanimously elected speaker 
of the house without opposition. The 
only thing that prevented Speaker 
Burwell’s lamb-like election from be- 
ing accomplished by acclamation was 
the constitutional’ provision which 
prevents such proceedings.

In his speech of acceptance of the 
speakership, Speaker Burwell] made 
himself clear upon the subject of tax 
reform, urging that the house take the 
matter up and give it its best thought 
and deliberation. 

Address of Speaker. 

Among other things, he said: 

“For the past several years since the 
limitation of 5 mills was wisely placed 
upon the taxing power of the general 
assembly, appropriations’ have been 
from time to time increased beyond 
the revenues of the state until] today 
we find a deficit in our state treasury 
which the honor and integrity of the 
state demands we should correct. 

“To do this, and to do it wisely, will 
require our best thought and highest 
patriotism. In its consideration we 
should on the one hand keep in mind 
the demands and needs of the state 
and her various institutions, and with 
liberal justice providé for all, in or- 
der that the dignity of the state may 
be preserved and her institutions fos- 
tered, protected and developed; but, on 
the other hand, I can but beg you re- 
member the present condition of our 
people. ‘ 

‘Let me assure you I am no pessi- 
mist, and I fully realize and appreciate 
that Georgia is rich and prosperou® in 
the possession of boundless natural re- 
sources, more varied perhaps than any 
of her sister states, and that her basic 
credit is well founded and established 
beyond the thought of criticism; yet

Federal Investigator Herring- 
ton Attacks the President 
About McNab Case—Ex- 


planation Pitiable. 


San Francisco, June 25.—Clayton 
hlerrington, federal investigator of 
white slave cases for the United States 
department of justice, who gathered 
the evidence in the Diggs-Caminettli 
cases, and who called upon President 
Wilson to remove Attorney General 
McReynolds from office for his action 
in delaying the trials, was suspended 
from office today on an order from. 
Washington. The order was signed 
by A. B. Bielaski, chief of the bureau 
of investigation, department of jus- 
tice, and was as follows: 

“T am advised that telegram has been 
received by president of the United 
States sent by you seriously reflect- 
ing upon the integrity of attorney 
general. You hereby suspended 
from duty without pay, pending receipt 
of anv explanation you may care to 
make,” 

Herrington Attacks Wilson. 

Just prior to receiving this infor- 
mation Mr. Herrington had dispatched 
the following night letter to Presi- 
dent Wilson: 

“As a citizen of California I charge 
that officials in the department of jus- 
tice and of commerce and labor, in 
disregard of judgments of the courts 
and in violation of law, have prevent- 
ed the deportation of French prosti- 
tutes i nthis case. I demand an in- 
vestigation of these matters, complete 
information as to which is in the files 
at Washington. On March 14, Secre- 
tary Wilson was informed about some 
of these cases.” 

In a public statement issued tonight 
Mr. Herrington said:

“To sustain a Washington. official 
whose decision he overrules and blame 
another for doing what he himself 
now orders done is not only inconsist- 
ent and unjust, but is a humiliating 
evasion of the responsibilities of his 
high station.

“McReynolds’ excuse is that the ‘facts 
were not fresh in his memory,’ and he 
blames McNab for not jogging it a sec- 
ond time. McReynolds needs a better 
memory, as much as the president 
needs a’ better attorney general. 

“However, my object has been accom- 
plished. The attorney general has been 
compelled to order these cases to trial 
forthwith and the sinister influences 
to which he yielded have been frus- 
trated.”

Upon receiving definite assurance to- 
day from Secretary of State Bryan 
that Mr. Hitch had been assigned to a 
responsible position in the. state de- 
partment, Senator Bacon wrote the 
president withdrawing his opposition 
to Mr. Blalock for collector.

Washington, June 25.—Robert Scott 
Lovett, chairman of the board of di+’ 
rectors of the Union Pacific Rallroad 
company, told the senate “lobby” Iin- 
vestigating committee tonight that a 
long continued and determined effort 
had been made to have Edward Lau- 
terbach, a New York lawyer retained 
by his company, “to grease the wheels” 
in Washington and prevent unpleasant 
agitation in congress against the dis- 
solution plan of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific systems, ordered by 
the supreme court and now before the 
department of justice. 


Washington, June 25.—Free sugar 
in 1916 and free raw wool are now 
established in the tariff revision bill, 
having been approved late today by 
the democratic caucus of the senate 
after a two days‘ fight. The sugar 
schedule as reported by the majority 
members of the finance committee and 
practically as it passed the house was 
approved by a vote of 40 to 6. Free 
raw wool as submitted by the majori- 
ty and just as it passed the houee 
Swept the senate caucus by a vote of 
«41 to 6.

Judge Lovett made no charge that 
any corrupt methods had been used 
to secure the employment of Lauter- 
bach. He did swear, however, that 
some one, purporting to be Congress- 
man Riordan; of New York, over the 
telephone had urged the retention or. 
the New Yorker and had suggested the 
likelihood of difficulty In congress 
which might be averted by his employ- 
ment as counsel. 

A similar telephone conversation had 
occurred, he sald, between a man also 
representing himself as Mr. Riordan 
and Maxwell Evarts, counsel for the 
Southern Pacific. 

Lauterbach Tried to Cause Scare. 

Otto H. Kahn, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
a New York banking house interested 
in Uinon Pacific, the witness said, had 
had several conversations with Mr. 
Lauterbach personally, in which the 
lawyer had referred to what might be 
expected from the “radical element” in 
congress in relation to the dissolution 
Plans of the two roads. 

“Mr. Kahn reported to me,” says 
Judge Lovett, “that Mr. Lauterbach had 
said in substance that a motion was 
about to be made, I think, in the house 
of representatives to oppose this pro- 
posed dissolution, or the disposition of 
the stock of the Southern Pacific which 
is now held by the Union Pacific, and 
that it probably would also involve a 
reopening of the money trust inqutry, 
I think, and some other matter that had 
been more or less discussed. 

“He said that the radical party, as he 
called them, or the radical faction, were 
about to commence these efforts, and 
that they were going to make a point 
about common banking control—he 
mentioned some of the congressmen 
who might lead in this—and he might 
be helpful in the matter, and that his 
services were avallable, if desired.” 

“Did he state what congressmen they 
were?” asked Chairman Overman. 

Lovett Pays Tribute toe Henry.

Six Senators Who Opposed. 

The six democratic senators who! 
voted against free sugar on the final 
vote approving the schedule were 
Hitchcock, Nebraska; Newlands. Ne- 
vada; Ransdell and Thornton, Louis- 
lana; Shafroth, Colorado; Walsh, Mon- 
tana. 

The six who opposed free raw wool 
to the end were Chamberlain of Oregon, 
Newlands, Nevada; Ransdell and Thorn- 
ton, Loulsiana; Shafforth and Walsh. 

No attempt was made in the caucus 
today to bind he members to the ac- 
tion of the caucus. The question will 
come up when the entire bill has been 
passed upon. Some members fought It, 
but administration leaders said tonight 
they believed only the wo Louisiana 
senators would ask to be released from 
the caucus pledge if one is submitted. 
The general opinion ts that a binding 
resolution will be offered. 

Approval of the schedule came after 
prolonged discussion and after sev- 
eral amendments had been voted down. 
On some of the amendment the oppo- 
sition showed more strength, the maxi- 
mum being ten votes for Senator Shaf- 
roth’s amendment to the sugar sched- 
ule.

This would have eliminated free 
sugar and substituted a duty of ap- 
proximately one-half cent a pound on 
refined sugar. This amendment was 
lost by a vote of 37 to 10, Senators 
Thompson, Chamberlain, Hitchcock, 
Newlands, Shafroth, Lane, Ransdell, 
Thornton, Tillman and Walsh voting 
for it. 

When this had been lost, Senator 
Thompson, of Kansas, offered an 
amendment to ‘retain the Underwood 
rate for three years, reducing it 50 
per cent in 1916 and 25 per cent each 
succeeding year until !t reached the} 
free list. Senators Chamberlain, Fletch- 
er, Hitchcock, Newlands, Shafroth, 
Thompson, Tillman and Walsh support- 
ed this amendm@mt. The amendment 
offered by Senat Thornton to elimi- 
nate the free sugar provision and main- 
tain the Underwood rates -indefinitely 
was supported only by Senators Rans- 
dell and Thornton. 

Senator Walsh offered the amend- 
‘ment to the wool schedule, proposing a 
duty of 15 per cemt ad valorem on 
first-class wools, and that wools of the 
second and third classes, such as car- 
pet and clothing wool, be free. This 
was defeated 39 to 7, Senators vot- 
ing for it being Chamberlin, Newlands, 
Ransdell, Shafroth, Thompson, Thorn- 
ton and Walsh. Three senators were 
absent, Culberson, Owen and Lewis. 

Discussion Das Lively. 

Discussion of the issues was lively 
all day. Senators Ransdell, Thomp- 
son, Thornton, Newlands, Lane and 
Shafroth took up most of the time 
for the opposition, while the chief ad- 
ministration defendersqwere Senators 
James, Thomas and Pomerene. The

been paid a cent on their salaries for 1913, 
and proceeds as follows: 


Approximately one-third of all the 
teachers in the public schools of the 
state in 1912 were forced to wait from 
two to twelve months for their pay, or, 
in lieu of waiting, had to discount their 
claims at from 8 to 25 per cent.

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TONSILITIS 


A Bulletin Issued by the State 
Board of Health. 


While there are quite a large numbor 
of different varieties of tonsilitis only the 
three most’ common forms will be discussed 
here. These are: Acute tonsilitis, suppura- 
tive tonsilitis, commonly called quinsy, and 
chronic tonsilitis. 

Acute tonsilitis, as the term implies, 
comes on suddenly and runs a more or less 
rapid course. Children and young adults 
are the ones most liable to the disease. It 
is seldom seen in infancy, and it.is rare at 
40 years of age. This form of the disease 
is contagious, and patients suffering from 
it should be isolated, and the same precau- 
tions taken to prevent its spread as are 
taken in other contagious diseases. Acute 
tonsilitis, frequently called follicular tonsi- 
litis, as has been said, comes on rather su‘4- 
denly. The patient may first complain of 
sore throate with a feeling of swelling in 
the throat, or instead of this, the patient 
may first feel chilly or even have a de- 
cided chill, soon followed by aching of the 
limbs and back and violent headaches. 
These symptoms may be so severe that the 
patient may feel like he is going to have 
a very serious iilness. The temperature 
rapidly rises and may reach 103 degrees 
to 105 degrees within a very few hours. 
The odor of the patient's breath is very 
foul, and unless the room is well ventilated 
the odor may fill the room. An examina- 
tion of the throat shows the tonsils and 
neighboring tissues to be swollen and con- 
gested. The tonsils may be so greatly swol- 
len as to touch each other, and they may be 
covered by a grayish substance that may 
resemble the membrane which is present In 
cases of diphtheria. The glands in the neck 
usually become swollen and painful and the 
neck muscles feel and stiff. 

Suppurative Tonsilitis. 
tonsilitis, frequently 
the local symptoms 
greatest amount of 
although the general symptoms 
above may also be present. In 
quinsy pus (vulgarly called “corruption ) 
forms in and around the tonsil. Usually 
only one tonsil is affected. it may become 
greatly swollen and seriously interfere with 
the patient's breathing and with his ability 
to swallow. The patient opens his mouth 
with considerable difficulty, as every move- 
ment of the jaw causes great pain. In 
quinsy the tonsil is seldom by a 
membrane as in the follicular form, or aS in 
diphtheria. Instead, the tonsil is usually 
smooth and shining in appearance. In acute 
follicular tonsilitis, and in quinsy, a bacterl- 
ological examination should be made of the 
throat and the patient kept in isolation until 
it is determined whether or not the inflam- 
mation is caused by the germ of diphtheria. 
The state board of health laboratories will 
make these examinations, of charge, 
upon request. 
Chronic Tonsillitis. 

In the chronic form of tonsilitis there 
is no danger of ‘spreading the disease, but 
there is danger of the disease permanently 
injuring the health and the mind of the 
patient. In the chronic form the tonsils 
become enlarged; so much so, in fact, that 
the tonsil of one side may touch the tonsil 
of the other side. Children are the most 
frequent sufferers from this form of the 
malady. It is with this form of the disease 
that adenoids are found. They are, how- 
ever, not invariably present. 

With chronically diseased 
tonsils there is usually nasal 
there is often earache and may be deafness. 
On account of the obstruction to nasal 
breathing the patient usually Dreathes with 
This gives the child a silly 
expression, and, besides, it is otherwise 
harmful Air taken in through the moutia, 
instead of through the nose, 18 not properly 
sifted of dust and germs, nor is it properly 
heated before it the lungs. The nose 
fails to develop, since it 1s not being used, 
ane the small nose adds to the already silly 
and stupid expression of the unfortunate 
child. The patient not only looks stupid but 
really is stupid. It fails to advance as rap- 
idlv as the other children of the same age, and 
so may be punished unjustly at home and at 
school. Besides being poorly developed 
mentally the child is undersized and the 
chest particularly becomes deformed. Often 
there is restlessness at night, and there may 
cough and sometimes night 

Such unfortunate children are 
“sickly” and likely to catch any 
contagious diseases. They are 
liable to tuberculosis and diph- 
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free

Children suffering from chronically dis- 
eased tonsils and adenoids, as a rule, Im- 
prove rapidly, both mentally and physically, 
and to an absolutely surprising degree, after 
they are operated upon. 

In those cases, too, in which there are 
frequent attacks of acute tonsilitis, an op- 
eration by a physician who is skilled in 
this line of work is advisable. Frequently 
attacks of the acute form lead to the chronic 
form, and are attended by other dangers 
which cannot be described in this article.

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In a deeply studied message on the laws 
and needed by Georgia, which is 
his last official communication before retir- 
ing from office, Governor Joseph.M. Brown 
urges as one of the state’s most crying needs 
the payment of the salaries of her school 
teachers. 

Governor Brown’s message, as read be- 
fore the legislature on its opening session 
of 1913, presents in a peculiarly interesting 
light the result of a long public service 
and a searching study of conditions as exist- 
ing in Georgia. Governor Brown is recog- 
nized as one of the keenest observers of 
men and institutions the state has produced. 

But in the midst of his important mes- 
in which he calls for revolution in 
registratioh laws, prison conditions, taxation 
methods and many other reforms, the gov- 
ernor takes the time of himself and the 
legislature to declare the pre-eminent im- 
portance of educational matters as molding 
the future of the state. 

Not a Cent Paid This Year. 

“While you are appropriating money and 
enacting laws for the development and prog- 
ress of our state, hold ever in mind that 
the cultivation which will bring the greatest 
crops and choicest fruits is the cultivation 
of the minds. of her youth,” Says the gov- 


ernor. 

“In mv annual message to your predeces- 
sors last year I stated that the condition of 
the treasury had permitted the payment of 
19 per cent of the amount due for ex- 
of the common schools. I regret to 
report that, the appropriations having In- 
creased in greater proportion than the state's 
income, it has been impossible to pay any 
amount as yet of the common school] appro- 
priation for this year. 

“During the past three 
made inquiry into the question of the 
ment of teachers, that is, we have sought 
to get the truth of conditions as they are. 
The result of the investigation proves that 
the evil has not been exaggerated by those 
who have decried it. 

‘Briefly, we found that 
one-third of all the teachers in the public 
schools of the state in 1912 were forced to 
wait from two to twelve months for thelr 
pay, or, in lieu of waiting, had to discount 
their claims at from 8 to 25 per eent. A 
great proportion of those who _ received 
prompt payments were paid with funds bor- 
rowed by local boards of education. Ad- 
vances thus made amounted to approximate- 
ly $2,000,000 and cost at least $75,000 in in- 
terest or discount. 

“Thus, it is clear that the waste in money 
due to delayed remittances from the state 
is great, and there must be an equal loss 
in efficiency resulting from the indifference 
fostered by the faulty and difficult method 
of financing the schools. 

“With $1,000,000 more revenue available 
during the spring and summer months the 
state would be able to make prompt monthly 
remittances to the school system and thus 
would practically overcome the difficulties 
now. labored under and growing worse. 

“Therefore, I urge upon you the necessity 
for taking such steps as will enable the 
executive office to make prompt monthly 
payments as due on the appropriation to the 
public schools.” 

Besides the teachers’ salaries, 
Brown urges other steps to increase the 
efficiency of the schools and colleges, call- 
ing especial attention to the splendid work 
now being done by the State university at 
Athens.

Tech Needs $10,000 More. 

He urges that $10,000 annually be appro- 
priated in increase of the Tech’s present 
maintenance fund to take care of the 
growth of the institution. He also recom- 
mends the addition of $7,500 each to the 
annual maintenance funds of the Georgia 
Normal school and the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial school. 

Among the reforms which the governor 
declares are important is the proposed 
change in the registration law, which at 
present requires that the voters must regis- 
ter six months before the election or they 
are disfranchised. 

“tinder the present law upwards of 20,000 
white voters in Fulton county alone are 
deprived of the right to vote by the opera- 
tion of the law in question,” says the gov- 
ernor: “and the total number of disfran- 
chised throughout the state exceeds 75,0009. 
The continuance of the law, as framed, 
on the statute book will bring reproach upon 
the state.” 

A “commissioner of public highways” {ts 
recommended, who would have general su- 
of the work on the state roads, 
and, in the belief of the governor, especial 
stress should be laid on roads connecting 
the county seats, which form the main high- 
ways of the state. 

Showing by figures that railroad build- 
ing in Georgia has not kept pace with the 
development of other general properties, the 
governor urges that the work be stimulated, 
and that double tracking of railroads be 
pushed.

Farm Credit System. 

To secure a plan for an adequate farm 
credit systém, the governor recommends the 
appointment of a joint committee from the 
house and senate, to which shall be added 
about three or five other citizens of Georgia 
for the investigation of this vital question. 

More complete inspection of the state 
banks is a grave necessity, he declares, as 
the two bank examiners are-not enough to 
do the work required by law, and, therefore, 
the public has not sufficient assurance that 
the state’ banks are in sound condition. He, 
therefore,. recommends that the number of 
bank examiners be increased. 

Vital Statistics. 


Vital statistics are declared by the goy- 
ernor to be so incomplete as to really furnish 
no reliable information. 

“I, therefore, recommend,” he says, “the 
enactment of laws requiring physicians to 
report all births and deaths coming under 
their purview. The birth statistics, of 
course, should show sex and race. The death 


| 


Statistics should show the disease or com- 
plaint of which each person died. If these 
Statistics were kept fully and definitely we 
could, within a few years, ascertain what 
diseases were most prevalent in the various 
counties of the state, and in that way could 
be guided in taking steps toward alleviating 
the trouble to some extent. 

: Convicts’ Pay Not Favored. 

Calling attention to the need of better 
conditions in prisons, Governor Brown sug- 
fests that the prison commission be given 
authority and directed to inspect jails. He 
also mentions the need of having the wom- 
en's quarters in jails inspected at intervals 
by women. 

“A point has been raised in the public 
press and in some other circles,” he contin- 
ues, “that the state ought to allow moderate 
wages to convicts in the penitentiary, such 
wages to be paid to the families of these 
convicts whose protector and provider the 
State holds In confinement. I scarcely think 
that we are ready to take such a step. But 
in the event it be seriously considered. I 
respectfully suggest that, inasmuch as the 
convict is immured because of his taking the 
life of another, or of some damage done to 
Others, if wages be allowed by the state 
they should be paid mostly, if not entirely, 
to the family whom the convict has deprived 
of its protector and supporter.” 

Governor Brown makes severe condemna- 
tion of the lawless mobs in Forsyth, Dawson, 
Cobb and other counties which have threat- 
ened all negroes of the sections because of 
individual offenses. 

“The state cannot allow even a just re- 
Ssentment against lawless individuals to take 
the shape of wholesale intimidation of labor 
necessary for the conduct of farms and in- 
dustrial enterprises,” Says the governor. 
“There is no reason why farms should lose 
their productive power and why the white 
women of this state should - bee driven to 
the cook stoves and washpots simply be- 
cause certain people blindly strike down all 
of one class in retaliation for the nefarious 
deeds of individuals in that class.” He pro- 
poses setting very heavy penalties for dyna- 
miting or burning residences or threatening 
people or driving them from their homes. 

Curtail Railroad Commission. 

The railroad commission is declared by 
Governor Brown to be too large for the small 
amount of work which it does, and he advo- 
cates its reduction in size and economizing 


in its work by dispensing with its special 
attorney. 


“Unnecessary offices which levy addil- 
tional taxes upon the people should be abol- 
ished,” says Governor Brown. “It is against 
public policy to maintain sinecures. I, there- 
fore, respectfully recommend to your hon- 
orable bodies the reduction of the member- 
ship of the adie commission from five 
members to three.” 

Governor Brown also emphasizes the need 
for revision of the State’s system of tox 
assessments. S 

“All who have studied the question agree 
that if property now escaping taxation, and 
other property bearing less than its equita- 
ble burden, were required to contribute their 
just part to the Support of the state gov- 
ernment our revenues would be augmented 
to the extent of the deficit, which is now 
of serious consequence. |] recommend that 
you amend the tax laws so as to provide a 
method of assessment for, and equalization 
of, taxes more just than now prevails. 

Criticises Labor Unions. 

Taking up the question of compulsory 
arbitration, the governor bitterly scores the 
labor, unions as an “agency for anarchy.” 
and compares them to gigantic trusts that 
Strike their severest blows, he says, not at 
the rich people, but at the poor, for whose 
protection they were supposed to be organ- 
ized. His words speak boldly forth his mind 
in such bitter arraignment as the following: 

“There is no escape from the con- 
clusion that these employees of the 
street car company in Augusta and of 
the Georgia railroad put themselves in 
a State of open rebellion to the laws 
of Georgia. They ignored the cardinal 
tenet of republican zovernment, viz: 
‘There shall be equal rights to all 
special privileges to none,’ and arro- 
gated to themselves the exercise of 
Special privileges for’ settling thetr 
quarrels with their respective manage- 
ments at the expense and serious in- 
convenience of the public, and in a 
manner which embodied defiance. of 
the law which requires all dwellers in 
the state having differences which 
they cannot peaceably adjust to submit 
them to the state’s courts. 

“Again, their acts in leaving the 
servi: of the employing companies, 
and in virtually encouraging the for- 
mation of mobs to intimidate and pere 
sonally assault those citizens whom 
these common carriers induced to take 
the places they had vacated, that the 
carriers might obey the law which 
created them, was logically a claim 
which can be expressed in these words: 
‘This is your property, but it is my 
job on it. I and my partners, the 
union, will defend our mutual rights 
to exclusive ownership of the positions 
which we hold on your property. We 
will determine for you whom you shall 
hire and whom yo§& shall not hire, and 
what wages you shall pay. On your 
property chartered to serve the public 
we are supreme over you, supreme 
over the public, supreme over the law. 
The union label carries more autority 
than does your great seal of ¢ ite.’” 
The governor declared that it is mant- 

festly thé duty of the state to assert itself 
and demonstrate that no person or group 
of persons can, with impunity, disregard the 
laws of the commonwealth. 


“It is needless to say that the state would 
not permit the management to shut down 
the operation of a street car line or a rail- 
road,” says the governor. “It is manifest, 
therefore, that the acts of the employees in 
preventing such operation is equally in- 
defensible, and that they should be just ag 
inflexibly held accountable to the laws of 
the state. No man, no combination of men, 
is greater than the state and her laws.” 

The governor's views on the labor ques- 
tion were declared with similar emphasis 
just at the time of the Georgia railroad 
strike last winter, and his incorporation of 
his views in his message to the legislature 
was not unexpected.

He also asks a law authorizing 
the governor to suspend a sheriff whenever 
he finds it proven that the sheriff has 
wilfully failed to do his duty in protecting 
the people of his county against acts of 
lawbreakers, and to appoint a_ sheriff to 
serve until after a new sheriff is chosen 
by the people at the next regular election. 

The closing section of the message con- 
stitutes an appeal for support for the state 
militia laws, and the upholding of the gov- 
ernor in his command of the troops at times 
of mobs or other disorders. 

“Do not make it the governor's duty to 
enforce a law and then condemn him for 
doing it,” he says, in speaking of the attitude 
toward the governor's ordering out the 
troops. “Do not command a militiaman, a 
sheriff or other agent of the state to imperil 
his life and possibly lose it, to protect your 
lives and property, and uphold the dignity 
of your constitution, and then fire into his 
back from the statehouse whence his orders 
came. Do not enact laws which you intend 
shall not be enforced, or which you would 
allow to be tampered with. There is no 
middle ground between law and anarchy.”

Herrington Must Explain. 
Washington, June 25.—Clayton Her- 
rington, special agent of the depart- 
ment of justice at San Francisco, who 
sent President Wilson a telegram Sun- 
day night appealing for the removal 
from office of Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds—his_ official superior—be- 
cause of the circumstances of the res- 
ignation of United States Attorney Mc- 
Nab, was suspended without Pay to- 
night by A. Bruce Blelaski, chief of the 
bureau of investigation of the depart- 
ment of -justice. 

This action, it is said, is to give Her- 
rington an opportunity to explain his 
telegram. If the explanation is not 
Satisfactory, officials declare that the 
special agent will be summarily dealt 
with. 

Herrington is a former judge and is 
in charge of the federal government's 
bureau of investigation at San Fran- 
cisco. He helped District Attorney Mc- 
Nab to prepare the Diggs*Canminetti 
white slave cases, the postponement of 
the trial of which resulted in McNab’s 
resignation and his sensational charges 
against the attorney general. 

Heney May Prosecute. 
President Wilson today recommended 

Attorney General McReynolds the 
names of Francis J. Heney, Matt J. 
Sullivan, Thomas Hayden and others 
for appointment as special prosecutors 
in the Caminetti-Diggs white § slave 
cases and the Western Fuel company 
coal customs cases. No final selections 
were made. 

The whole subject was deferred on 
account of the congested engagement 
list of the president, practically every 
moment of his time from early morn- 
ing until late tonight being occupied 
with conferences on currency and de- 
partmental matters. It is expected thar 
the attorney general and the president 
will confer early tomorrow, however, 
and settle finally on two and possibly 
three men to conduct the prosecution 
of the cases. 

No further comment was forthcom- 
ing from the white house or the depart- 
ment of justice on the statements of 
United States District Attorney John 
L. McNab, whose resignation was ac

GEORGIA SENATE 


Judge Allen’s Name Is With- 
drawn at the Last Moment. 
Inheritance Tax Bill Intro- 


duced by Senator Miller. 


——a 


After a heated campaign lasting 


many months, Senator J. Randolph An- 
derson, of the first district, was on 
Wednesday morning elected president 
of the Georgia state senate without 
opposition. At the last moment Judge 
John T. Allen, of Milledgeville, was 
withdrawn from the race by Senator 
W. W. Spinks, of the thirty-eighth 
district. 

Senator Spinks was the first solon to 
claim the floor, and in a short speech 
telling of the good feeling and free- 
dom from personalities in the cam- 
paign between Hon. Randolph Ander- 
son and Judge John T. Allen, with- 
drew the name of Judge Allen from 
the race for president of the upper 
house in view of the fact that his 
candidate was unable to command but 
nineteen votes. 

No Sears of Battle. 

Senator W. W. Stark, of the thirty- 
thira district, then placed the name 
of Randolph Anderson in nomination 
for the presidency and !n short order 
Mr. Anderson was given a unanimous 
vote, and mounted the chair amidst 
great applause. In a short impromptu 
speech, President Anderson addressed 
his colleagues, stating that after a 
fierce state-wide fight for the presi- 
dency he was glad there remained no 
scars of battle or gaping wounds after 
the battle clouds had rolled over and 
the smoke had cleared away. 

President Anderson said, in part: 

“The state must meet the growing 
demands of her children, and while 
the legislatures of the past four years 
have been accused of extravagance, 
you know and I know that no state 
@iucational institution has received 
an adequate pittance from the treas- 
ury for its proper maintenance.” 

He touched briefly and concisely 
upon tax revision and pointed out that 
the schoo] teachers had not been paid 
a penny for their past six months’ la- 
bor. 

“The present legislature must meet 
the growing demands of the state and 
wipe away such disgraces as have 
been allowed to exist in the past.” 

Northen Is Elected. 

Judge J. R. Pottle, of the court of 
appeals, swore the new senators in 
by groups of five, and following Pres- 
ident Andersons election, Charles 5S. 
Northen was nominated for clerk of 
the senate by Senator G. M. Huie, of 
the thirty-fifth, and elected to this 
position without opposition. 

Senator J. I. Sweat, of the 
nominated Senator W. J. Bush, of the 
eighth, for president pro tem. of the 
senate, and Senator B. S. Miller, of 
the twenty-fourth, nominated Sena- 
tor E. L Smith, of the ninth. Sena- 
tor Smith was elected president pro 
tempore by a vote of 37 to 6. Those 
voting for Senator Bush were Sena- 
tors DuBose, McGregor, Richardson, 
Smith, Sweat and Tyson.

Inheritance Tax Bill. 

Senator B. S. Miller, of the twenty- 
fourth district, introduced an inher- 
itance tax bill in the senate on the 
opening day, copied after the law now 
in Illinois. Representa- 
Swift, of Muscogee, will 
introduce the same Dill in the house. 

The bill has been carefully pre- 
pared from the Illinots and New York 
statutes by Senator Miller and Rep- 
resentative Swift and is expected by 
them to solve the question of the 
state's income. 

The bill provides a graduated tax 
of from 1 to 6 per cent on estates 
valued from $10,000 to more than $1,- 
000.000. 

The following schedule get forth in 
the bill prescribes the percentages 
on the varying inheritances: 

One per cent tax on estates valued 
from $10,000 to $59,000. 

Two per cent tax on estates valued 
from $560,000 to $190,000. 

Three per cent on estates 
$100,000 to $250,000. 

Four per cent on estates from $200,- 
090 to $590,000. 

Five per cent on estates from $5600,- 
000 to $1,000,000. 

Six per cent on 
more than $1,000,000. 

Taxable property is set forth in the 
caption of the bill as “all personal and 
real property passing by the laws of 
inheritance or succession, by will, or 
by deed, grant or gift intended to take 
effect in possession or enjoyment efter 
the death of grantor or donor.”

WOMAN SUFFRAGE BILL 
TO BE SIGNED BY DUNNE 


Springfield, Yl. June 25.—Without 
going into the question of its consti- 
tutionality, Governor Dunne probably 
wil] sign the woman's suffrage bill 
tomorrow morning. 

“I have received the attorney gen- 
eral’s opinion,” said the governor: to- 
night, “and am now ready to meet the 
ladies.” 

In his opinion of the suffrege bill 
Attorney General Lucey dgclined to 
xo into the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the measure, holding that 
it eventually would be determined by 
the supreme court. The attorney gen- 
eral holds that the bill ig not objec- 
tionable as to form, He said he could 
not see why the supreme court might 
hold against it. 


CRUSADE IS OPENED 
AGAINST CHAINGANGS 


According to Marion M. Jackson, of 
the Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment, every church and every pena! 
reform institution in the state will be 
enlisted in the fifty-day war on chain- 
gangs, which was inaugurated with the 
opening of the legislature yesterday. 

A broadside of bulletins will be fired 
at the members of the general assem- 
bly from time to time, calling atten- 
tion to the condition of our chaingangs 
and ¢vther penal institutions, until some 
measure of reform is enacted. 

Halif Not Told. 

Mr. Jackson said Wednesday that he 
bad not portrayed half the horrore of 
the chaingang system in the first bul- 
letin. 

“If a man goes into the chaingang 
with any manhood and goodness in 
his makeup,” said Mr. Jackso~, “he is 
pretty likely to be rid of these qual- 
ities by the time he has passed through 
his dark-age impris¢nment. Boys and 
first offenders, many of whom are not 
really bad, but who have made a mis- 
take, a slip, are chained to the harden- 
éd criminals, and by the time they are 
released they rave received an effective 
schooling in all forms of vice and 
crime. 

“One has only to go to the ohain- 
gangs in some of the counties to see 
boys in their ‘teens chained next to 
s¢me beast who has been guilty of 
the most vicious and heinous of 
crimes. Such an outrageous system, 
instead of acting as a reformatory, has 
exactly the opposite effect. The state 
is thus thwarting its own purposes. 
Women Not Provided For. 

“Neither has Georgia made any ad- 
equate provision for its women 
wrongdoers and its delinquent girls. 
The stockade is the only place that 
Fulton county has to send its female 
offenders, and no one will attempt to 
say that this is a proper place to im- 
prison a girl or a woman. 

“The Prison Association of Georgia, 


enlisting the support ef the Men and 


Religion Forward Movement, proposes 
to change these @€onditions—at thir 
session of the legislature if possible. 
I am confident that much will be 
done this year. 

“We intend to have the chaingang 
abolished. We do not mean to take 
the men off the roads—work is good 


for them—but we shall fight to have 
those conditions wiped out which 
wreck the health, which destroy the 
moral fiber, which biunt the sensibili- 
ties and which make habitual crimi- 
nals out of boys and first offenders. 

“We want to do away with the 
stripes and the chains and the in- 


dren of the 


sanitary, disguseting conditions.” 
“We will advocate some sort of 
compensation for the wives and chil- 
men who are serving 
time. As it is at present the families 
of the convicts are made to suffer al- 
most as much as the prisoners them- 
selves.”

The people situated the 
southeastern portion of Meri- 
wether, northern portion of Tal- 
bot and northeastern portion of 
Harris counties will petition the 
1918 session of the legislature to 
create a new county to be named 
Warner, in honor of the late 
Chief Justice Hiram Warner, 
the area of which will be 
222 square miles, while the 
area of the old counties after the 
proposed county of Warner is cre 
ated .will not be materially re- 
duced, but will leave them among 
the larger counties of middle 
Georgia, and Meriwether wil] then 
contain 421 square miles; Harris, 
465 square miles, and Talbot, 329 
Square miles. The territory to 
compose Warner county is inac- 
cessible to either of the present 
county sites by railroads and {n 
transacting legal business the citi- 
zens are required to go this dis- 
tance by private conveyance over 
mountainous roads, which in rainy 
seasons are almost impassable; 
while a very large portion of the 
population has no means of con- 
veyance and are forced to a great 


expense in reaching the present 
county sites.

Taxable Values of New County 


The proposed county of warner 
will have one 
and three-quarter million dollars. 
This will leave Meriwether’s tax- 
able values of about twice the 
amount of Warner county; while 
Harris and Talbot, from which 
counties small values will be ta- 
ken, will not be materially § re- 
duced, but have considerably more 
wealth than Warner and no incor- 
porated town is to be taken from 
either Talbot or Harris and but a 
few miles of railroad. 


The population of Warner coun- 
ty will be upwards of 10,500, of 
which more than 2,000 live in 
Manchester, the proposed county 
seat. At least 5,000 of those living 
within the country territory closely 
adjoining Manchester have to 
travel 14 to 20 miles to their pres- 
ent respective county sites.

Roads and Bridges 


Warner county as proposed will 
take from the three affected coun- 
ties its proportion of roads and 
bridges as compared to its area 
and wealth, while the roads and 
bridges in this territory have re- 
ceived but little attention, as the 
taxes collected by the old counties 
have been spent on the roads and 
bridges nearer the present county 
sites, and other sections of the 
counties, since this territory oc- 
cupies the “remote corners,” con- 
sequently has had little influence 
in securing road improvements. 


Warner county, as proposed, 


will include sill, Chalybeate, 
First, Raleigh, Bullochville and 
parts of the Third, Harris and 
lower Ninth districts of Meri- 
wether county; portions of Val- 
ley Plains district of Harris coun- 
ty and Flint Hill, and parts of 
Pleasant Hill and Valley districts 
of Talbot county. 


The distance from Manchester, 
the proposed county site of War- 
ner county, to Greenville, .. a 
county site of Meriwether, over 
public roads is 18 miles; to Ham- 
ilton, the county site of Harris, 20 
miles, and to Talbotton, the coun- 
ty site of Talbot, 20 miles. No 
citizen living in the proposed 
county would be required to travel 
farther than 12 miles to reach 
Manchester, the proposed county 
site.

Hiram Warner, for whom War- 


ner County is to be named, was 
born at Willlamsburg, Hampshire 
29th, 


1802. He sailed for Savannah when 


County, Mass., on October 


19 years of age, but was ship 


wrecked off Cape Hatteras, and 


reached the Georgia port weeks [a- 
ter. He settled first at Sparta as 
a teacher. He studied law and was 
admitted to the bar at Knoxville, 
Crawford County, In 1824. He mar- 
ried there and had one child, a 
daughter, the mother of Associate 
Justice Hiram Warner Hill of the 
Supreme Court of Georgla. 


He was a member of the Legis 
lature 1828-31. He was elected 
Judge of the Coweta Circuit ‘of the 
Superior Court of Georgia In 1833. 
At that time there was no Su- 
preme Court. and Superior Court 
judges gathered In annual conven- 
tions to discuss their decisions and 
establish uniformity of practice. 


in 1845 the Supreme Court of 
Georgia was organized and with 
Joseph Henry Lumpkin and Eu- 
genius A. Nesbit was elected to 
that high branch of the judiciary. 
He defeated Benjamin H. Hill for 
Congress in 1855; was renominat- 
ed, but declined re-election. Nearly 
60 years old when the war came, 
he was at home caring for his fam- 
ily, his only son-in-law being at the 
front. He was held by Wilson’s

raiders and actuality hanged and 
left for dead because he did not 
tell where suspected gold was hid- 
den. 


Later he was appointed to the 
judgeship of Coweta Circult by Gov- 
ernor Jenkins.

Justice Lumpkin, deceased. 

His decisions from the bench and 
his printed decisions upon the Su- 
preme Court bench are classics in 
Georgla’s judiclal history and his 
decisions are leading ones in rul- 
ing on similar cases today.

No county has ever been created 
in which the sentiment was 
stronger for a new county than 
Warner. The movement has been 
spontaneous in all sections and 
our petitions contain more than 
95 per cent of the white elec- 
tors in Warner county.

Situation of Warner 


The proposed county of Warner 
will include portions of Pine and 
Oak mountains. In recent years 
most of this section was considered 
of little value on account of its in- 
accessibility and the rough charac 
ter of the country. Little money 
has been spent by the counties in 
developing this territory, ard the 
roads, most of them crossing the 
mountains and ridges, are bad, and 
have received but little attention. 

In 1906 the A., B. & A. railroad 
was built, traversing this section 
with its Birmingham and Atlanta 
lines merging at Manchester; since 
which time Manchester has grown 
to be a town of about 2,000 people, 
as a result of which the territory 
adjoining Manchester has develop- 
ed very rapidly; approximately 
$2,000,000 having been spent in im- 
provements and business naturally 
drifted in this direction. The peo- 
ple residing in this territory buy 
all their supplies and sell their 
produce at Manchester, Bulloch- 
ville, Raleigh, Chalybeate and Shi- 
loh.

must realize that to make a suc- 
cess out of any public institution 
its interest must be well guarded. 
In this connection, large counties 
cannot receive their just considera- 
tion. It is out of the question for 
the county commissioners in the 
three counties affected to give the 
counties’ business the attention 
which it deserves. The area is too 
large, the business too vast, the 
demands too great and the distance 
too far for the county authorities 
to attend to the business properly.

First All-Steel Train 
Is Brought to Atlanta 
By Seaboard Air Line 


The first all-steel train that has ever 
reached Georgia passed through the 
Union depot Wednesday To the Sea- 
board Air Line goes the credit for 
putting on the first through steel train 
ever seen in this state. 

While for the past year the Sea- 
board has used the all-steel sleeping 
coaches on trains Nos. 5 and 6 between 
Birmingham and Washington, yester- 
day was the first day upon which the 
all-steel effect had been carried out 
from the point of the engine to the 
tip of the gbservation car. 

As yet the entire equipment has not 
arrived, but in a week, says Mr. Geiss- 
ler, assistant general passenger agent 
of the Seaboard, both No. 5 and No. 6 
will be regularly equipped with all- 
steel cars, including coaches, sleepers, 
dining cars and mail and express 
cars. The general plan of the man- 
agement is to eventually place steel 
cars on all its érains,

ing car equipment of his road, stated 
that “the new dining cars were gen- 
erally conceded to be the handsomest 
cars of this nature in the railway 
Service, and that each car represent- 
ed an approximate cost of $30,000.

“I have kKnowl- 
edge, and I have been advised, that if I 
sanction any contract which conflicts 
with the supreme court decision, I am 
liable to punishment for contempt of 
court. Council will not draw up a 
contract that does not conflict with 
the court order. It seems to me like 
they are trying to draw me into a trap. 

“I have said before, and I repeat, 
that if council will draw up a contract 
and eliminate all reference to the old 
contract, I'll sign it. I am now fight- 
ing for a contract which will have a 
standing in court, and will also pro- 
tect the city by a proper bond.”
